Western Front Casualties

NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—(#)— 
The soldier in the faded blue-strip- 
ed flannel pajamas leaned from 
an upper bunk of the troop trans- 
port and said, “I can’t kick.” 

He laughed at his own joke and 
threw back the covers to show the 
stump of his left leg. 

The man in the2 bunk next to 
him just lay and stared at the 
ceiling. 

They were two of 988 western 
front battle casualties: who ar- 
rived at the New York port of 
embarkation from Europe aboard 
three Army transports yesterday 
— men with splints and crutches, 
men with eye patches and casts, 
men with bandages and dangling 


staring 

eyes and empty faces. 
The men were jubilant to be 
home. They stuck whitebound 
heads and pajama-clad shoulders 


out of portholes and called play- 


é 


to their bunk-ridden friends. And 
the night: before the ship docked 
when they couldn’t dance and 
back-clap from joy they took it 
out in pillow fights. 


But tempering the jubilance 
was a kind of bewilderment. 

Some of them wanted to talk.

ABOARD A NAVY LIBERATOR OVER IWO JIMA, Feb. 19.— 
(UP)—After nearly four hours under fire on one of the toughest 
beachheads ever wrested from the Japanese, our Marines tonight held 
the southern end of the triangular number one air field on Iwo 
Jima, a rugged little island 750 miles southeast of Tokyo. 


From this Liberator bomber only’ 
1,000 feet above the struggling 
leathernecks, I watched them this 
afternoon plunge inland from the 
hotly-contested Chindoriga Hara 
beach and reach the edge of the 
airfield. This evening the airfield 
is no man’s land, with Marines and 
Japs stalking each other over Vol- 
canic Rock.

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South Carolina Gets a Real Merit System 


In answer to widespread public demand 
the special commission charged with re- 
drafting Georgia's archaic constitution in- 
corporated in its suggested version of the 
new organic law a provision that a state 
merit system be adopted. 


Such a setup, functioning in manner 
closely analogous to federal civil service, 
would serve to insure efficient personnel 
in the various departments and bureaus of 
the state government. It would put an 
end to nepotism and the extravagant prac- 
tice whereunder incoming governors have 
brought veritable trainloads of their fol- 
lowers in to fill state jobs. 


Moreover, it would serve to give a feel- 
ing of security to qualified state employes 
and they would not be constantly taking 
other jobs removed from the changing po- 
litical tides. 

The legislature, thus far, has left the 
commission’s merit system proposal in the 
revised constitution. But neither house, 
to date, has evidenced interest in setting 
up the machinery to provide for the in- 
auguration of a workable program. 


The merit system provided in the com- 
mission’s redraft is—not unlike Speaker 
Harris’ version of home rule—permissive 


rather than mandatory. And unless the 
legislature takes definite steps to effec- 
tuate a merit system setup, it will count 
for naught. 


South Carolina, on the other hand, has 
just completed a two-year study of the 
problem and bills have been introduced 
in both houses providing for a personnel 
system which will go far towards elimi- 
nating the undesirable features inherent 
in the haphazard employment program in 
that state. 


The South Carolina plan would set 


up a state personnel commission which 


would interview and give tests to prospec- 
tive state employes. Vacancies would con- 
tinue to be filled by department heads— 
but from a list of eligibles furnished by 
the board. Present state employes would 
be protected in their jobs and insured of 
fair play while the board would. prevent 
the employment of persons who were not 
qualified. 


South Carolina’s program might not 
prove adaptable to the Georgia situation. 
But it seems to us if the Georgia legisla- 
ture is really in earnest about eliminating 
the patronage evil, it might at least give 
some time and energy to an effort to work 
out a similar system in this state. 


A Great American Woman Dies 


Henrietta Szold died last week, in 
the 85th year of her age. A native Amer- 
ican, Miss Szold was one of the greatest 
humanitarians of her time, her achieve-

She was the founder of Hadassah, the . 


women’s Zionist organization of America. 
She is credited as being the chief inspira- 
tion and factor in the implanting of Amer- 
ican ideals of democracy and American.

nity in Palestine. She was largely respon- 
sible, too, for the establishment of the 
great Palestine hospitals and other institu- 


tions which have been so valuable to the ~ 


Allies in the war. 


Miss Szold was selected, in 1940, as one 
of the hundred outstanding ‘American 
women of the last century, by the Wom- 
en’s Centennial Congress. 


She formed the Youth Aliyah, a move- 


- ment which has saved from Nazi barbarity 


thousands of Jewish boys and girls of Eu- 
rope. She organized Palestine’s medical 
and sanitary service, gave direction to the 
Hebrew educational system, founded a 
great social service and otherwise led and 
inspired her people all over the world. 


Born in Baltimore, Md., on Dec. 21, 1860, 
this American woman lived long and filled 
her years with service to humanity which 
will not be forgotten as long as the ideals 
she espoused remain the ideals of true 
Americanism. 


Can the Chinese Nation Unite? 


In the war against Japan one of the 
most difficult problems has been the in- 
evitable weakening of Chinese military 
strength due to the dissension between 
the Chungking government and the strong 
Communist government to the north. 
. There have been disquieting reports to the 
effect that Commur.ist armies, numbering 
at least 1,000,000 men, have not only failed 
to fight alongside the Chungking forces 
against the common invader, the Japanese, 
but have, on occasion, clashed with their 
compatriots. 


Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek has 
promised that China will have a constitu- 
tional government, including representa- 
tives of all parties, before the end of 1945, 
Proposals for settlement of differences 
have been made to the Communist faction, 
but these have been rejected. It is now re- 
ported that the Communist delegate, Gen. 
Chou En-Lai, is returning to Yenan, Com- 
munist headquarters, with new Proposals. 


It is earnestly to be hoped the Chinese 
factions can unite and present a strong 
front to the common foe. Eventually, re- 
gardless of the Chinese strength, we and 
our allies will smash Japanese militarism. 
With a united China to aid, however, the 
length of the Pacific war could be reduced, 
certainly by months, perhaps by years. 


The Chungking government has put up 
a marvelous defense against the Japanese 
for more than seven years. They still lack 
proper equipment, however, and are feel- 
ing the inevitable let-down in spirit which 
comes after so long a struggle against tre- 
mendous odds. 


Not only for the quick ending of the 
Pacific war, but for the future of peace- 
time China and, hence, the advantage of 
the whole world, there. could be nothing 
finer than an end to Chinese factionalism 
and creation of a truly united nation func- 
tioning under a just constitutional form of 
representative government.

Churchill's Reply 
To General Franco

The British government Would be well advised to release the 
full texts of the correspondence recently exchanged between Gen- 
eralissimo Franco and Churchill. The publication of this corre- 
spondence would bring out clearly the change which British policy 
toward Spain has undergone since last May when Churchill casti- 
gated those who “think it clever or even funny to insult the leaders 
of the Spanish government whenever occasion serves.” It would 
also throw a new light on the mentality of Spain’s now bankrupt 
dictator. 

Franco’s communication, which was written in the form of a 
letter to the Duke of Alba, Spanish ambassador to London, to be 
read to Churchill whenever the opportunity was ripe, was dated 
Oct. 18, 1944. It was delivered to Churchill six weeks later when 
it looked to the Spaniards as if the Germans were no longer. able 
to stem the Allied advance in the west. Franco must have spent 
a few anxious moments during the Ardennes breakthrough, for his 
whole letter to Churchill was based on the assumption that Ger- 
many would not onlly be defeated but completely destroyed. 


Most of Franco’s letter was devoted to the theme that after the 
war Russia would dominate not only Asia but most of Europe; that 
France and Italy would be so weak that they could be completely 
disregarded; that the United States would be content to dominate 
the Pacific and Atlantic oceans and that, therefore, Britain had 
only one potential ally against the march of Bolshevism into Eu- 
rope, 1. e., Spain. ‘ 

“IT realize,” Franco said, “that you or any men occupying high 
military or political positions in Britain cannot publicly subscribe 
to this view,” but he said he had no doubt that inwardly Churchill 
agreed with him. The letter complained about BBC broadcasts 
unfriendly to Spain and about activities of British agents which 
Franco held to be inimical to the Spanish state. It concluded by 
expressing the hope for a close understanding .between the two 


governments. 

311° Churchill replied by stressing the need of 
Churchill s Reply establishing close and cordial relations 
between Britain and the Spanish people but not necessarily their 
present government. He then went on to say that though Spain 
had not opposed Britain at the time of the collapse of France in 
1940 or of the North African invasion of 1942, .“throughout the 
war German influence has been continuously permitted to em- 
barrass the British and Allied war effort.” Churchill cited the dis- 
patch of the Blue Division to the Russian front, the arbitrary sup- 
pression of the Tangier regime, also “your excellency’s speeches in 
which the victory of our enemies was regarded not only as inevita- 
ble but as highly desirable.” “The war,” he continued, “has now 
reached another stage, but the consistently hostile attitude toward 
this country of the Falange has remained unchanged.” 

Churchill devoted most of his letter to relations with the Rus- 
sians. He said he wishes to disabuse Franco of any illusion he 
might have of securing British approval for or participation in 
anti-Soviet blocs. The Anglo-Soviet treaty of 1942 is the corner- 
stone of our foreign policy, he said, and “His Majesty’s govern- 
ment is not prepared to consider any group of powers in western 
Europe and elsewhere on a basis of hostility towards or defense 
against our Russian allies. We regard the continuance of Anglo- 
Russian collaboration within the framework of the future world 
organization as essential.” 


; He then went on to tell Franco that “there can 
No Question be no question of His Majesty’s government sup- 


porting Spanish claims to participation in the eventual peace set- - 


tlement” and assured Franco “that no invitation will be forthcoming 
for the admission of Spain to the future world organization.” 

As far back as Oct., 1943, Carlton J. H. Hayes, then U. S. am- 
bassador to Madrid, warned the Spanish government of the danger 
and futility, from the viewpoint of Spain, of its anti-Soviet policies. 
Ambassador Hayes did this on his own initiative in the form of a 
personal letter to the late Count Jordana, Spanish foreign minis- 
ter. He followed up the subject in another letter in Dec., 1943, and 
doubtless on other occasions and by other means. For a long time, 
however, the United States government felt hampered by Churchill’s 
apparently strong attachment to the Franco regime. :

Barrage Balloons 
Leave London Sky 


Everybody who has visited London since 
shortly before the wWar’s beginning in 1939 holds 
among their most \vivid memories those great, 


sausage-like balloons, known as barrage balloons, which floated 


sedately in the sky. 

Now comes word that, because of the greatly reduced need for 
protection of British towns, cities and industrial -buildings against 
air attack, the RAF Balloon Command is being disbanded. 

By the end of the blitz against London the Balloon Command 
was flying 2,400 of the huge gas bags. Not only against the Luft- 
waffe did the balloons prove their value, but also against the flying 
bombs, those early examples of robot air attack which have now 
been succeeded by the V-2, against which there does not seem to be 
any effective protection. 

During the days of the robot bombs, the balloons brought down 
278 of these weapons which had eluded other defenses, such as anti- 
aircraft artillery and fighter planes. 


Pattern of Defense Those balloons floated in the air, teth- 


ered each to its great truck by means 
of a thin steel cable, which was hauled in or let out from a big 
drum mounted on the truck, at varying heights. There was a 
pattern in their location and height, a pattern which would provide 
the most effective shield against enemy planes. 

Some of the balloons were connected by lateral cables and from 
many hung long, loose cables which were there to tangle and bring 
down any planes which might try to dive beneath them. 

In the early days of the war, as one traveled through Britain, 
these balloons were one of the most striking visual evidences of 
the war itself. They were seen over most cities and, sometimes, as 
you gazed from train window, a little cluster in the open country 
would indicate that some war factory or other important military 
installation was just below. I recall that I thought that was fool- 
ish. as locating vital objectives for any planes the Germans might 


send over. 

fe But the balloons were not used in Britain 
Not Britain Alone alone. They were flown over convoys at 
sea, especially those slow, rich convoys which traveled along the 
British coast. 

The balloons were used over the beaches of Sicily and Italy 
during our landings there, and they were over the Normandy 
beaches on D-Day, June 6 last. They helped to defend the Suez 
canal, the Persian gulf and Ceylon. I believe a few flew in this 
country in the early days of the war, when enemy attacks on our 
coasts was not believed impossible. 

Disbanding of the command does not mean that the whole outfit 
will be done away with. A nucleus of balloons, equipment and 
staffs will be retained in Britain, ready if unexpected emergency 
shall call again for their use. Some balloon detachments will con- 
tinue in use in the battle areas, or overseas. 


It has long been known that women served 
Women Served as a large proportion of the operating staffs 
of the balloons, just as women so largely manned the antiaircraft 
batteries around London. These women shared equally with the 
men, not only the dangers of bombs and flying bombs, but the 
rigors of the weather, as they had to stay on duty long hours in 
the open. : : 

And, believe me, the weather ’most anywhere in England can 
be truly rigorous. 

In 1943 over 1,000 individual balloon sites were staffed entirely 
by women. 

Just for the record, the London balloon barrage actually came 
into existence in March, 1937. A few months later, in November, 
1938, it was decided to provide balloon barrages for the ports, 
naval bases and coastal towns. 

I recall that, when I was in England when war was declared, 
in 1939, some of the writers of “letters to the editor,” in the British 
newspapers, argued vehemently for the establishment of a balloon 
barrage all along the east coast, from southern England to northern 
Scotland. Which, even if possible, would have been useless, for 
planes came over at altitudes far too high for balloons to reach. 
It was as prevention of low-flying bombing that the balloons proved 
their value. 2 

Well, the vital days for the Balloon Command are over. The 
men and women who served them are being interviewed on their 
qualifications and transferred to other war duties, in the services 
and in British war factories. 

They may never again float their.balloons over London, but, 
for all those who saw Britain during ¢his war, one of the most 
vivid pictures will always be that of the huge, cumbersome, silver- 
painted balloons floating so languidly against the clouds, the sun- 
shine and the blue, 
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“I don't!” .

ing United Nations security conference at San Francisco, President 
Roosevelt has shown a determination to avoid the mistakes which 
caused his predecessor, Woodrow Wilson, to lose out in the fight 
to obtain American adherence to the League of Nations protocol 
after the last World War. hi 

The President’s move is typically Rooseveltian—simple and 
straightforward, with an eye to compromise. 

It may be regarded as the pattern, also, for the delegation to 
be selected later to he gore the United States at the final peace 
table.

For if this 
American press, enjoying this 
freedom, shall enter secret agree- 
ments to withhold news where 
there is no justification for the 
secrecy, then it is defaulting a 
duty which that freedom imposes. 


If, the next time Roosevelt goes 
to Hyde Park, some reporter 
learning of this, subject to no con- 
fidential obligation, should file 
the story, allowing him time to 
arrive, that would be a helpful 
challenge to a system of censor- 
ship which has imposed on the 
press and its readers unreason- 
ably. I intend to do it myself. At 
Hyde Park he is guarded by a 
loyal household garrison and is 
mo more exposed to danger than 
he is in the White House.

IN THE MARIANAS ISLANDS. 
After you take off from one of

They fed us at every 
stop, and about every three hours 
in the air, They nearly fed us to 
death. 


The flight orderly is a sailor 
who does the same job as a stew- 
ard on the airlines. We had two 
crews and two flight orderlies dur- 
ing our long trip, since the same 
crew stops off half way for a 
day’s rest, and a new crew comes 
on. 


Both our flight orderlies were 
swell boys. There were 16 pas- 
sengers of us—12 Navy and Army 
officers (one a Marine Corps gen- 
eral), three enlisted men, and 
myself, the only civilian aboard.

~ Few Know Balanced Diet Needs 


PRINCETON, N. J.—Nutrition 
experts apparently have a long 
way to go in educating the Ameri- 
aed public about healthful daily 


This is shown by comparing the 


diets of a tross-section sample of 


the adult population during a 24- 


hour period with a list of essen- 
tial’ foods recommended by the 
Bureau of Home Economics, of thé 
Department of Agriculture, and 
other nutrition experts. 


What the comparison brings out 
is that a good many Americans 
every day are failing to meet the 
basic requirements of a healthful 
diet, as laid down by the food 
experts. . 

While during. wartime it is par- 
ticularly im nt to maintain a 
high level of national health, war 
food” shortages, plus increased 
costs. of certain foods, undoubt- 
edly contribute considerably to in- 
dividual diet deficiencies as revefl- 
ed in this survey. 


The comparison of what people 
in the survey said they had eaten 
during the preceding 24 hours 
with the essential health food list 
is as follows. The percentages in- 
dicate the proportion among the 
adult population who said they 
had none at all of the foods listed 
as necessary daily in each category 
during the period,

A comparison of the present 
survey results with those obtained 
in a similar survey conducted dur- 
ing a comparable period in 1943 
indicates that while over-all, the 
picture is not. encouraging, still 
there has been some improvement 
in. individual daily diets. 

Fewer people are going without 
milk or milk products, consider 
ably fewer without eggs, even few> 
er without meats, fish, or poultry 
than was the case in 1943. This 
may, of course, be due to the fact 
that rationing is working fairi 
well in spreading available 
ucts. 

Moreover, the facts of rationing 
and shortages have probably in- 
duced housewives to be more care- 
fully selective and to aim more 
consciously at balance in diets. 

Some marked differences are 
apparent among persons in the 
different income groups. Those in

From 75 to 100 pounds of feed 
is required to produce a turkey 
to maturity. Bell pointed out that 
at least half of this feed can be 
prenused on Georgia farms. The 

ulk of it is made up of the 


and barley. Cost of production 
can be ‘reduced at least 30 per 
cent when the feed is grown on 
the farm. 

Persons interested in going into 
turkey production should figure 
that it will cost about $5 to pro- 
duce a bird to maturity. Geor- 
gia’s climate is well suited for 
the production of baby turkeys, 
which can be hatched in the south 
earlier than in most other sec- 
tions. About 30 weeks are re- 
quired to produce a turkey to ma- 
turity. 

The only housing necessary is 
for brooding.. After the poults 
are 8 to 10 weeks of age, they can 
be placed on the range where the 
only equipment necessary is feed- 
ers, waterers and roosts, Bell says.

On Jan. 21, 1945, the Germans 
herded the American officers who 
were able to walk out of the camp 
and started them west just ahead 
of the drive by Marshal Zhukov’s 
First White Russian army group. 

The sick and wounded were left 
behind, but they now are in safe 
hands. 

“We got out as best we could,” 
said Gruenberg, who was an in- 
terne in St. Elizabeth’s hospital, 
Washington, D. C., before the war. 

“Some of us built little sleds 
but most of uS had to carry our 
stuff on our backs.” 

The officers said for several 
days before they hurried off they 
saw the road which passes the 
camp choked full of German ci- 
vilians fleeing westward. There 
also were many Poles among 
them, apparently being forceably 
taken to Germany. 

“We strung in with them—us 
and our German guard,” said 
Colley. “It was some scene and 
mind you, this wasn’t a main 
road, but a secondary road.” 

Asked for an estimate of the 
number’ of refugees, Gruenberg 
“I would say there were 
thousands upon thousands of 
them.” 

“Did the German civilians mind 
you being mixed in their refugee 
column?” he was asked. 

“Oh, a couple of women cursed 
us,” said the doctor. “But the 
Poles let us hitch our sleds and 
carts to their wagons. They gave 
us a wink,”
